minutes after boarding such vessel. 

(2) The charge for towage of a sailing vessel within the 
limits of the Port of Madras shall be Rs, 180/- pci* hour subject 
to a minimum of Rs. 90/- for a duration of 30 minutes and less. 
Charges for a period in excess of this duration shall be levied 
at the rate fixed for one hour or pai t thereof.
